Backside of 
Moon Flashed 
by Lunar 5

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 


Once every five seconds a pic- 
ture of the backside of the moon 
flashed on television monitor 
screens at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory. 


Although some of the pictures 


were of an area never before 
photographed, only half a dozen 
persons watched. 


The moon was getting to be 


"old hat." 


That was the scene Monday 


as Lunar Orbiter 5, last of a 
successful 
series 
of 
pho- 


tographic 
robots, 
televisei 


frames It snapped Sunday as it 
started a 14<lay orbital mission 
around the moon. 


Relay of pictures from earlier 


orbiters drew crowds of up to 
300 newsmen and off-duty tech- 
nicians. . 
> 


There was nothing wrong with 


the pictures—they were prob- 
ably the best yet taken by any 
spacecraft in the $200 million 
program. The new photographs 
will aid lunar mappers and help 
find potential astronaut landing 
sites which soft-landing survey- 
ors examine at close range. 


But there were no surprises. 


The high mountains and wide 
craters filmed from an altitude 
of 1,660 miles were typical of 
rough 
areas 
already 
pho- 


tographed thousands of times on 
the front and backside of the 
moon.

charged the jury last May.

SAIGON (AP) - A new politi- 


cal bloc thftt has the potential of 
becoming the most powerful in 
South Vietnam began Its first

Political analysts say that If 


the elements in the bloc can be 
pulled together Into some type 
of political alliance, the group 
Could control up to one million 
votes among the 5.4 million 
registered voters. 


All Indications are that the 


new political grouping; which 
calls itself Toan let-all Viet- 
nam- tends to be progovern- 
ment. However, it cannot be 
called a government party, 


The convention reportedly will 


endorse three tickets of 10 men 
for the Sept. 3 Senate elections. 
The three tickets are considered 
heavily progovernment. 


There is an outside chance 


that the group also will endorse 
the military presidential ticket 
of Chief of State Nguyen Van 
Thieu and Premier Nguyen Cao 
Ky. But it was thought that cer- 
tain elements in the bloc would 
prevent any endorsement In the 
presidential race. 


Many members of the new 


bloc are civil servants and of- 
ficials of the government who 
could be considered working for 
Premier Ky. Whether the group 
will be rigidly pro-Ky remains 
to be seen.

Scientists engtged In mapping 
the moon awaited fesitits from 
Luflir Orbiter 5 today*- hoping 
for new, dear views of the 
fugged, podc-marked lunftf sur- 
face. 


The 86<Hx>und craft's mission 


was to photograph five possible 
new astronaut landing sites and 
work at clearing up the old fid- 
dle of whether the moon's fea- 
tures were caused by meteors 
of volcanos. 


Spokesmen at the Jet Propul- 


sion Laboratory said the first 
pictures would be flashed on 
television monitor screens at 
the laboratory, 


The shiny craft's camera sys- 


tem began working Sunday as It 
swooped low over the moon's 
surface, Scientists said after the 
landing site survey it would be- 
gin mapping most of the hidden 
side of the moon. 


They hoped, through the new 


photographs, to see what causes 
"hot spots" on the moon's sur- 
face that are observable from 
earth. Some contend they may 
be sunlight reflecting off clouds 
of gas escaping through volcan- 
ic fissures. 


Others believe the spots are 


merely 
lighter-colored mate- 


rials on the surface. 


Of particular 
Interest were 


the craters Aristarchus, Censo- 
rlnus, Dionysius, Dawes and Ty- 
cho— the hot spots. 


Lunar Orbiter 5, the last in 


the lunar orblter series, ends 
the program that sent success- 
ful craft to explore the moon's 
features. Earlier craft mapped 
eight potential landing spots for 
American astronauts, and pro- 
vided some of the most detailed 
photos ever taken of the lunar 
surface.

The artillery remains a dan- 


gerous threat, but Marines feel 
American countermeasures — 
the return fire of U.S. guns, 
ground sweeps and intensified 
air strikes—have at least taken 
the edge off the enemy cannon- 
eer's game. 


The number of shells has 


dropped to about 70 a day. 


Red antiaircraft guns make 


the aerial operations hazardous. 
At least seven planes have been 
lost. 


It is along the demilitarized 


zone that the Marines have been 
committed to meeting and kill- 
Ing North Vietnamese regulars. 
It is at the zone the figurative 
line has been drawn. 


"If we don't stop them at Gio 


Llnh and Con Thien, where do 
we go?" the Marine command- 
er, Lt. Gen. Robert E. Cushman 
said. "The next place is Cam Lo 
and Dong Ha. Then we get cas- 
ualties there. 


"We end up at Hal Van pass 


(five miles north of Da Nang) 
and we have lost two provinces 
for sure—along with Inordinate 
casualties."

Constitution Vs. 
Caligula 


Historians tell us that Caligula, 


the evil Roman emperor, used a sly 
trick to enforce his despotic rule. 
He posted his laws on pillars, so 
high up that .the people could never 
be sure what they were. 


But if the lawmakers of today 


should try to copy Caligula, they 
would run head-on into the "due 
process" clause of the Constitution. 
Under this clause, no person may 
be punished under a law that he 
cannot reasonably understand. 


Take the case. Qf.% motorist who 


was cited for speeding. According 
to the local traffic ordinance, the 
speed limit applied to all "built up" 
areas of the community. 


But a court threw out the charge, 


on the ground that the ordinance

was too vague to be understood. 
The court said a neighborhood that 
seemed "built up" to a visiting far- 
mer might seem quite different to 
his city cousin. 


The mischief in a vague law lies 


not only in leaving the people un- 
sure of their responsibilities but 
also in allowing too much leeway 
in its enforcement. Thus, a law on 
the improper influencing of juries 
was held unconstitutional because 
there was too much scope in the 
word "influence." The court said: 


"A newspaper article, a bribe, a 


gesture, a smile, a lifting of the eye- 
brows—all can be caught in its 
broad net." 


True, it may not always be prac- 


tical to make the rules so plain that 
there is no room for doubt. Perfect 
clarity is not required. For example: 


An accused hit-run driver claimed 


that the statute under which he was 
arrested was too vague to be con- 
stitutional. 


"It requires the giving of 'rea- 


sonable' assistance to an injured 
person," he said. "But what does 
'reasonable' mean? Opinions may 
differ a great deal on that point." 


However, the court upheld the 


statute and found the defendant 
guilty as charged. The court said 
the legislature could not be ex- 
pected to spell out a specific treat- 
ment for every possible injury. 


In other words, the Constitution 


allows vagueness that cannot rea- 
sonably be avoided — but forbids 
vagueness that leaves the public 
unfairly in the dark. 


"The posting of criminal laws 


high on a semantic wall beyond 
the vision of the people," said one 
court, "cannot be given judicial 
sanction."

for federal troops. 


Clark said the request to the 


President should be written. But 
he emphasized that in cases of 
extreme emergency, receipt of 
a written request need not be a 
prerequisite to presidential ac- 
tion.

Most of those arrested be- 


tween the evening of July 12, 
when the riots began, and the 
morning of July 17, when Gov. 
Richard J. Hughes declared the 
emergency over, have been re- 
leased on bail or in the custody 
of their lawyers. 


But Asst. County Prosecutor 


William R. Ferlanti said Mon- 
day that another 400 to 500 com- 
plaints are still to be heard by 
the grand jury. Ferlanti said 489 
indictments involving 700 per- 
sons had been returned and 55 
complaints involving 70 persons 
had been dismissed. 


Statistics compiled from po- 


lice records by the U.S. 
mar- 


shal's office here revealed that 
90 per cent of those arrested re- 
side in Newark and that nearly 
50 per cent were over 25 years 
of age. The records appeared to 
discount claims by some city 
police that the riots were the 
work of "young outsiders."

Piling Up 
on Johnson

WASHINGTON (AP) - trou- 


bles are piling up on President 
Johnson the closer he comes to 
the 1968 election, now only IS 
months away. He Is a political 
master but he is headed for his 
toughest workout. 


Some but not all of his trou- 


bles: the war in Vietnam, the 
city riots, his request last week 
to Congress to raise individual 
and corporate taxes. 
Before 


election day he will probably 
have more troubles. 
Two of 


the best things that could hap* 
pen to him—an end to the war 
and an unconvincing Republican 
opponent— are 
only 
dreams 


now: It's too soon to guess who 
the opponent will be and an end 
to the war is not in sight. 


As for the riots: there may be 


more this year and worse ones 
in 1968. 


The Washington Post poked 


around in Congress, found unea- 
sy spirits, particularly among 
Democrats, some of whom felt 
Johnson is hurting, and a belief 
that these are the most troubled 
times in this country ever. 


Senate thinking wouldn't be 


complete without a word from 
Johnson's longtime friend and 
sometime critic, Everett M. 
Dlrksen, the Senate's Republi- 
can leader and definitely not a 
man of few words. 


Said Dirksen: "I have always 


gone on the theory that no politi- 
cal party is ever defeated by an- 
other— it defeats itself. And that 
is what I think is happening. 
Lyndon has exceptional skill but 
there is always a first time." 


While this was hardly pro- 


found political philosophy, Dirk- 
sen, as a Republican, could 
hardly have been expected to 
say less, which makes it easier 
for Johnson to take. 


What isn't easy to take, since 


he is hypersensitive to public 
reactions to practically every- 
thing, is the accumulated mess 
he is wading through now and 
the unpredictability of things to 
come. 


Perhaps the only break he has 


had so far, getting ready for 
1968, is that the Republicans ha- 
ven't yet come up with a tower- 
ing presidential 
prospect who 


dominates the public imagina- 
tion. 


So, as of now, Johnson's politi- 


cal fate is in his own hands. 


Vietnam, with no solution visi- 


ble, was bad enough. It split 
American thinking. Everything 
about the war is intangible ex- 
cept him. As President he is the 
symbol of American involve- 
ment. 


Therefore, he has become the 


target for the opponents' blame. 
Then the riots mushroomed. He 
can't be blamed for them direct- 
ly but he is the symbol of Amer- 
ican law and order and some of

Worst of all, from a political 


standpoint, is the fact the cost 
of the war forced him to ask for 
a tax increase which will affect 
nearly everybody, if Congress 
approves, and therefore create 
new antagonisms toward him. 


Perhaps his most deadly polit- 


ical opponent—and maybe con- 
sciously— is Ho Chi Minn, Com- 
munist boss of North Vietnam, 
who has been at war 21 years, 
first against the French and 
now against the United States. 


As leader of a pretty primi- 


tive 
society, 
it 
might have 


seemed reasonable to think he 
would have caved in when this 
country decided to make a real 
war of It and particularly when 
it began bombing the North. 


He had one thing working for 


him and he made the most of it.

seems clear. Since there was al- 
ready dissension in America 
over the war, if the North kept 
fighting, the pressures at home, 
and even the election's political 
necessities, might induce John- 
son to seek a truce.

States get tired fighting such a 
standstill war, Ho increased his 
forces as the United States 
poured in more men. But so far 
Johnson has shown no Inclina- 
tion to seek an easy way out. 


The increased bombings in re- 


cent days may indicate the op- 
posite. What Johnson may be 
seeking before election is not a 
truce but a victory.

campaign is not exactly what the 
candidates found themselves in 
the middle of, this past week-end. 


Apparently a line has been 


drawn between 18 civilian candi- 
dates and the military junta lead- 
ers who are themselves candi- 
dates, Chief of State Nguyen Van 
Thieu and Premier Nguyen Cao 
Ky, respectively 
seeking 
the 


presidency and vice-presidency. 


The Thieu - Ky government 


offered a public plane to take the 
18 civilian candidates on a three- 
weeks campaign tour, but a snafu 
developed at the first stop. The 
airliner descended at the wrong 
town, the dignitaries looking for 
ground transportation were met 
by some garbage trucks —and 18 
angry candidates quit the cam- 
paign trail. 


AH this sounds like political 


skullduggery American - style. 
But we'll suspend judgment until 
American 
observers bring in 


their arbitration report. Skull- 
duggery in the U.S.A. is merely 
horseplay between factions all of 
whom are loyal to their coun- 
try. Not so in Vietnam, ringed 
with enemies and riddled with 
foreign agents. 


What the United States wants, 


and must have, in Vietnam is a 
stable and competent regime that 
can carry on with its own men — 
and democratic government can 
wait on proof of competency, if 
the harsh truth is to be said. 


Nine hundred years ago Lady 


Godiva rode without clothes, so 
the legend says, on a white horse 
through the streets of Coventry 
to protest an English tax in- 
crease. True gentleman looked 
the other way, the legend con- 
tinues —all but one scoundrel, 
and his name has come down to 
this very day: Peeping Tom. 


AB you read ill our AP dis- 


patch last Friday, the Coventry 
City Council thought it would be 
helpful to the 900th anniversary 
of the event Sept. 9 to research 
the true facts of Lady Godiva's 
ride and publish them in a book. 
Well, the book has been pub- 
lished, and now all is confusion. 
The researchers report: 


"Lady Godiva may have 


ridden in a beggar's garb on 
a horse without a saddle, but 
we feel strongly that she 
would not ride around naked 
in the llth century. That sort 
of thing just would not hap- 
pen. 


Dr. Hilda Davidson, one of 


the two women researchers 
who wrote the book, said she 
has studied ancient docu- 
ments 
that say only that 


'Lady Godiva was stripped of 
all signs of her rank—not 
that she was stripped naked, 
or that she stripped.' " 
No wonder foreigners com- 


plain that English is the hard- 
est of all languages to under- 
stand—not even the English - 
speaking peoples grasp it firm- 
ly.For 900 years we have been 
taught that 
Lady Godiva rode 


through the streets of Coventry 
naked on a white horse. Only

are 
we quibbling over 


"naked" — whether devoid of 
clothes or devoid of ornament.

Jordan Tells 
Refugees to 
Return Home 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The Jordanian government is 


putting pressure on Arab ref- 
ugees to return to their homes 
in Israelioccupied territory so 
Jordan's shaky economy won't 
be burdened with them. 


King Hussein's 
government 


declared it was the "national 
and sacred duty" of refugees 
from the June war to return "to 
prevent the enemy from settling 
on our land and bringing in 
immigrants." 


The J o r d a n i a n refugee 


committee warned that it would 
cut off aid to any refugee who 
was given permission by Israel 
to return home but refused. 


The announcement followed 


agreement between Jordanian 
and Israeli authorities on re- 
patriation application forms for 
Arabs who fled from western 
Jordan after the Israeli army 
occupied it. All refugees wishing 
to return must cross the Jordan 
River by the end of August, but 
officials said the deadline might 
be extended, 


An estimated 260,000 Arabs 


fled to eastern Jordan, posing a 
serious threat to the Jordanian 
economy. Many have been re- 
ported unwilling to return while 
their homeland is occupied by 
the Israelis. 


Life meanwhile returned to

DETROIT (AP1) - 
Officials 


say more arrests are likely in 
the case of two white Detroit po- 
licemen 
charged 
with 
mur- 


dering two Negro teen-agers in 
a motel at the peak of the city's 
riot. 


Prosecutor William Cahalan 


of Wayne County said he ex- 
pects more warrants to be is- 
sued in connection with the shot- 
gun killings, "but not murder 
warrants." He indicated con- 
spiracy charges might be filed 
against some of those present 
when the shootings occurred. 


The patrolmen, Ronald Au- 


gust, 28. and Robert Paille. 32, 
pleaded 
innocent 
at 
their 


arraignments 
Monday. They 


were jailed without bond. 


August is accused of killing 


Aubrey Pollard, 19. Paille is 
charged with killing Fred Tem- 
ple, 18. 


A number of witnesses have 


said the youths were slain dur- 
ing an early morning raid by 
police and National Guardsmen 
searching for snipers at the Al- 
giers Motel in midtown Detroit 
on July 26, three days after riot- 
ing began. 


A third Negro, Carl Cooper, 


17, also was found killed by 
blasts from a 12-gauge shotgun 
In the motel. 


But Cahalan said he lacked 


evidence on claims that Cooper 
may 
have been shot by a 


uniformed man. 


In other developments Mon- 


day growing out of the riots: 


The National Guard issued a 


statement defending its actions 
in the machine-gun death of a 
4-year-old Negro girl. 


The county presecutor'soffice 


charged two Negro youths with 
murder in the shooting death of 
a white Detroit patrolman. 


John Ashby, 24, a fireman 


who died Friday of injuries sus- 
tained while fighting a blaze 
during the riots, was burled 
with honors.

Rockefeller, on another of his

here, 


The bulk of his speech was 


devoted to a defense of his pres- 
ent policies and programs and 
a plea for a second term, 


"I may not be the best gov- 


ernor you've ever had, but I'll 
be the best informed . . . " he 
said, "If I can serve you two 
terms, not one, we'll have time 
to put together ways to remove 
the inconsistencies (in state 
government)." 


Rockefeller 
said Arkansas 


needed people who were "estabr 
lishing objectives way, way 
down the road-10 years off." 


"I have been criticized be- 


cause I have occasionally gone 
outside the state to obtain new 
ideas, new people," Rockefeller 
said. "Where our people come 
from doesn't matter. What we 
want is excellence, That's why 
we must go out and find the 
best people to help us build."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sens.

Rlbicoff 
and 


Charles H. Percy proposed to- 
day a $1 billion riot-prevention 
fund and wide flexibility for the 
President in spending It. 


The Senators said the bill 


would require no new appropri- 
ations or additional spending. It 
would authorize the President to 
transfer up to two per cent of 
budgeted, nondefense spending 
into a neighborhood emergency 
fund. 


Percy, R-m., and Ribicoff, D- 


Conn., said the President then 
could make grants to states, 
communities and nonprofit or- 
ganizations for local efforts 
aimed at easing urban tensions 
and promoting orderly commu- 
nity growth. 


The fund would differ from 


existing urban-aid programs, 
the senators said, in giving the 
President the ability to act 
quickly and with flexibility in 
response to local initiatives. 


Emphasis would be put, said 


Ribicoff and Percy, on the con- 
certed use of private industry 
and capital, civic groups and 
existing federal, state and local 
government programs. 


The senators said top priority 


should be given to the creation 
of jobs, better housing and im- 
proved law enforcement. 


Meanwhile Senate riot inves- 


tigators appeared divided over 
the course of their probe, which 
has centered thus far on police- 
men, racial agitation and the 
federal antipoverty program. 


Sen. John L. McClellan, D- 


Ark., says testimony developed 
to date by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee's hearings convinces 
him there's a need to see wheth- 
er government money supports 
"organizations that are respon- 
sible, directly or indirectly, for 
these riots." 


But Sens. Edward M. Kenne- 


dy, D-Mass., and Philip A. Hart, 
D-Mich., are pressing for a 
broadened investigation to cov- 
er social and economic factors 
they contend lie behind urban 
rioting. 


"We're not solving the prob- 


lem just by getting bigger night 
sticks and faster shooting riot 
guns," Hart told a Newark, 
N.J.. 
turnkey Monday. "You 


appear to be preoccupied 
with 


repressive measures." 


The policeman was Leonard 


F. Kowalewski, president of 
New Jersey's Fraternal Order 
of Police, which he said has 2,- 
000 members. 


Kowalewski insisted that peo- 


ple connected with the antipov- 
erty program in Newark were 
involved in racial demonstra- 
tions which created the climate 
for five days of deadly rioting. 


He spent well over three 


hours on the witness stand, rep- 
eatedly naming the United Corn- 
unity Corp., 
Newark's anti- 


poverty agency, as a source of 
racial unrest. 


When Kennedy demanded do- 


cumentation for the charges, 
Kowalewski replied: "My knowl- 
edge of the UCC has been lim- 
ited to seeing these people pick- 
et and demonstrate."

116 Enemy 
Killed by 
Green Berets 


SAIGON (AP) - 
Americaa 


Green Berets and South Viet- 
namese irregulars believed out- 
numbered 4 to 1 counted 116 en- 
emy dead today after repelling 
a North Vietnamese mortar and 
ground attack on a U.S, Special 
Forces camp near the Cambo- 
dian border. 


Casualties among the 500 de- 


fenders and their families at 
Tong Le Chou were termed 
moderate, meaning they were 
hit hard. It was not known If 
any of the dozen or so American 
advisers were casualties. 


A South Vietnamese spokes- 


man said the 165th North Viet- 
namese Regiment, believed to 
number some 2,000 men, at* 
tacked the camp 54 miles north- 
west of Saigon early Monday 
and fighting raged for many 
hours. 


In the air war, 167 missions 


were flown against North Viet- 
nam Monday, including an at- 
tack on the repeatedly hit Lot 
Dong storage area four miles 
northwest of the port of Hai- 
phong. But bad weather limited 
most of the attacks to the south- 
ern Panhandle. 


Another F4C Phantom Jet was 


brought down by ground fire in 
the Panhandle, and both crew- 
men were missing. It was the 
638th U.S. combat plane report- 
ed lost over North Vietnam and 
the 38th in the past month. 


Heavy automatic weapons fire 


by the Viet Cong brought down 
five helicopters near Saigon 
Monday. 
One crashed "and 


burned, but the other four were 
able to limp away from the am- 
bush and were reported repara- 
ble. 


Brig. Gen. John F. Freurid 


was wounded in the lower right 
leg when he ordered his own 
chopper down to- rescue- troops 
from one of the downed copters. 
The 49-year-old commander of 
the 199th Light Infantry Brigade 
was directing an assault by U.S. 
and South Vietnamese troops 
seven miles north of the capital. 


Freund, a native of New York 


City whose family now lives in 
Vienna, Va., was taken to the 
Army's 3rd Field Hospital in 
Saigon and was expected to be 
laid up two or three weeks. 


Gen. William C. Westmore- 


land, U.S. commander In South 
Vietnam, presented Freund with 
his first Purple Heart in 27 
years of Army service. Freund 
and his aide, a lieutenant, were 
the only ones wounded as their 
helicopter tried to pick up two 
U.S. soldiers. Ground troops 
later made the rescue. 


Freund said the stepup in 


guerrilla attacks close to Saigon 
apparently is aimed at disrupt-
